The announcement was made up- 
on the arrival here of the de- 
Stroyer Aaron Ward bringing the 
bodies of the two aviators from 
Bahia Los Angeles on the Gulf of 
Lower California to which point 
they had flown after losing their 
way in a border patrol flight from 
Yuma, Ariz., to San Diego. 
Murderers Are Known. 

According to Major R. 8S. Bratton, 
head of the military party sent 
from here to recover the bodies, the 
slayers were from a Mexican sloop, 
their identity is known to the 
United States and Mexican govern- 
ments and steps are being taken to 
capture them. 

The destroyer also brought a part 
of a story of the sufferings endured 
by the young aviators, in the form 
of notes scrawled in part on the 
wings and fusilage of the De Hav- 
iland airplane in which Connolly and 
Waterhouse made thejr last flight. 
Some of these messages, evidently 
written when the aviators had al- 
most lost hope of being found, were 
of such a tragic nature that Major 
Bratton asked the newspaper report- 
ers to refrain from using them, out 
of consideration for the officers’ 
families. 

Nineteen Days Without Food 

Major Bratton said that th®two 
aviators had gone nineteen days 
without food, or at least without 
much to sustain them. The fate that 
drew them far from their air path 
remained with them until the very 
last. Major Thgodore Macauley, in 
one of his flights to find them, 
flew within sixty miles of the spot 
where they stood guarding their 
plane. Later, on the afternoon 
September 6, they were landed from 
a canoe on the shores of Bahia Los 
Angeles by the same fishermen who 
are accused of having killed them 
later, and at that time 
were only 12 miles from Los Florres 
Silver Mine, where they might have 
received protection and food. 

One‘of their messages, scratched 
the airplane fusilage with a knife 
r nail, said the airmen remained in 
the air four hours and five minutes; 
that they ran into a rainstorm and 
lost their sense of direction. When 
they sighted the Gulf of California 
they thought they were flying up

Trotzky Stirs 
Red Warriors 


London, October 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—A Moscow wire- 
less message contains a proclama- 
tion by Leon Trotzky, Russian bol- 
shevik war minister, on the subject 
of England’s participation in the 
anti-bolshevik operations. It is ad- 
dressed to the “red warriors,” and 
says in part: 

“On all fronts you are meeting 
with hostile schemes of England; 
on every front you find British guns 
and material and troops dressed in 
English clothing. Women and chil- 
dren in Archangel and Astrakhan 
are being killed and mutilated by 
Ienglish flyers: English ships are 
bombarding the coasts; English 
gold is causing corruption. 

“Soldiers, commissioners, sailors, 
more than once your hearts have 
overflowed with hatred against the 
predatory, deceptive, bloody, false- 
faced English, but never forget that 
there are two Englands, besides the 
England of Lucre, violence, ecorrup- 
tion and blood-thirstiness, there ex- 
ists an England of mental power, 
noble ideals, of international sol- 
idatory. The base, dishonest Eng- 
land of the stock exchange is: 
akainst us; iitngland’s toiling masses 
are with us. . 

“We firmly believe that England 
will rise before long and put a 
straight-jacket on the criminals who

Greensboro, N, C., October 26.—A 
plea for application of the prin- 
ciples of christianity to the political 
and industrial problems now con- 
fronting the nation was made today 
by Secretary Daniels in an address 
to the western North Carolina 
Methodist conference. 

Emphasizing American partner- 
Ship in the creation of new European 
states from the ruins of overthrown 
autocracy, Mr. Daniels said it would

living for us to evade this self im- 
posed responsibility to make a bet- 
ter world.’

some brush about 10 feet distant 
from the bodies. 

“The bodies were then disinterred 
and the formal inquest started. 

“There was absolutely no ques- 
tion that the bodies were those of 
Connolly and Waterhouse.” 

The officer then told of the party’s 
going up the gulf to Gaudaloupe 
bay, 20 miles to the northward, 
where the plane piloted by Connol- 
ly and Waterhouse was discovered 
on the beach. 

‘““lhe two airmen had made a per- 
fect landing,’ he continued, “but 
Mexicans suosequentiy removed tae 
motor from the fusilage, stole ull 
the ammunition for the two machine 
guns and carried away other equip- 
ment. The motor was evidently too 
heavy to carry away and it was 
found nearby. The wheels, engine, 
machine guns, compass and other 
equipment worth salvaging were 
taken aboard the Ward. 

Messages Scribbled on Planes. 

“We took notes of all the mes- 
sages scratched on the fusilage and 
wings, the first one of which was 
made five days after the men had 
landed. In this the men told how 
they had lost their way, how they 
had tried, unsuccessfully, to signal a 
passing boat, with their lack of suc- 
cess at catching fish and the grow- 


ing hunger which rapidly was mak- | 


ing them weaker. On the last week 
of their vigil both men scratched a 
farewell message to their mothers. 
At that time the men must aave 
been near starvation,

Angelés. It is doubtful if Connolly 
and Waterhouse were 
thing nourishing by the 
Just what the two aviators did be- 
tween the time they landed at 
Bahia Los Angeles, September 6, 
until they were murdered the night 
of September 11, is not Known deli- 
nitely. It is a pathetic fact, how- 
ever, that Waterhouse and Connolly 
could have secured food and shelter 
at the Los Forres mine, 12 miles to 
the southward, if they had had the 
strength to traverse the 
mountainous trail that led to 
retuge. 

How They Were Killed. 

‘The rough investigations con- 
ducted jointly by ourselves and the 
Mexican court officials, we found 
that Waterhouse and Connolly had 
been murdered by two fishermen 
from the Esperanza. Waterhouse 
was stabbed to death, evidently 
While asleep. Connolly was killed 
by a terrific blow from some instru- 
ment which fractured his skull. He 
also was stabbed. The evidence 
motive evidently was 
The Mexicans, however, 
secured only a few dollars.

Washington, October 26.—Al- 
though senate leaders hope to ex- 
pedite the German peace treaty this 
week by disposal of amendments 
and by beginning consideration of 
reservations, both houses will con- 
vene tomorrow with decreasing 
prospects of adjourning the special 
session by November 10, as leaders 
have hoped. In view of prospective 
delay on the treaty house leaders 
today discussed plans for a separ- 
ate recess of the lower body with- 
out waiting for the senate. 

The Industrial Crisis. 

In addition to the treaty, the in- 
dustrial crisis, intensified by the 
threatened coal] strike, promises to 
receive much attention in congress 
this week. The strike of bituminous 
miners will come up for early dis- 
cussion on the pending resolution of 
Senator Thomas, democrat of Colo- 
rado, proposing drastic action by 
the government. Further consider- 
ation of the strike may come 
through the senate interstate com- 
merce subcommittee’s investigation 
of the coal situation. Also late this 
week the senate labor committee 
plans as a result of its inquiry into 
the steel strike to present a report 
containing constructive recommen- 
dations, both for immediate action 
and future legislation.

H. B. Butler, of Great Britain, 
chairman of the committee, issued 
a statement tonight summarizing 
the findings of the committee as 
follows: 

“The reports bring together for 
the first time complete govern- 
mental data as to the status in the 
principal industrial nations of the 
measures of labor protection spe- 
cifically named in the treaty for 
action by the conference. These 
include the questions of the 48- 
hour week, unemployment, mater- 
nity care, conditions of employment 
for women and children, and the 
extension and application of the in- 
ternational conventions adopted at 
Berne in 1906.” 

Application of 8-Hour Day. 

“The application of the eight-hour 
day or 48-hour week,” the commit- 
tee’s report says, “is the first and 
most important subject on_ the 
agenda for the consideration of the 
conference.” 

In the report on regulation of 
women’s employment in industry, 
particular attention is given to pro- 
tection of motherhood. No less thar 
21 nations make some special regu- 
lation of employment of mothers 
before and after child birth. Nor 
only are all the western European 
countries represented, but Argen- 
tina, Brazil and Japan, two Aus- 
tralian states, New Zealand, South 
Africa, and the four American states 
of Connecticut, Massachusetts, New 
York and Vermont. The most gen- 
eral form of regulation such as 
found in the United States, excludes 
women from industrial work for 
from four to twelve weeks at the 
time of childbirth, of which period 
from four to eight weeks must be 
after confinement.

man divisions just east of Verdun 
in the Etain region were kept on 
their toes momentarily expecting 
pee which never material- 
ized. 

At a dinner tabse !n a Coblenz 
cafe, overlooking the Rhine, an 
American intelTigenmce officer re- 
cently told the story of the creation 
of the “mythical X army,” as it 
was called. It appears that the 
Germans were expecting an attack 
in the Etain sector at any time, 
and the Americaus knew it, but at 
that phase of the game the first 
United States army was devoting 
its energies to drivtng the enemy 
out of the Argonne forest and the 
hill country on either side. So the 
mythical army owas created, in 
preference to a real diversion, re- 
quiring men, to fonvince the Ger- 
man commander tnar it would not 
be wise to weaken tne Etain front 
to the benefit of the Meuse-Ar- 
gzonne front, where a desperate bat- 
tle was proceeding. 

Five fresh divisions had been 
placed by the Germans on the Etain 
line. These conascituted their last 
and finest reservoir of available di- 
visions. The Americans realized 
that the minute the Germans de- 
cided that this was not a danger 
point, any or all of tne five divi- 
sions could be withdrawn, replaced 
by exhausted and fragmentary di- 
visions coming from the battle- 
fronts, and that the appearance of 
the fresh troops in line west of the 
Meuse would have a tremendous ef- 
fect on the American offensive. 

“X" Army Assignment. 

The “X army” was assigned to 
a front from Bezonvaux to Fresnes. 
From the morning of October 22 
until just previous to the armis- 
iice this army “functioned.” Cap- 
tain Charles H. Matz, of Hubbard 

Iil., was commander-in- 
. Captain Willlam H. Dearden, 
of Sprinefield, Mass., and Washing- 
ton, D. C.. was chief of staff. Lieu- 
tenant John H. Graham, of Lexing- 
ton, Va., was chief of “troop move- 
ments’: Captain O. W. Neidert was 
in charge of G—1, or administration; 
and Tieutenant H. T. Griswold, of 
Old Lyme, Conn., was chief of ar- 
tillery.’ The staff of the X army 
were all members of the intelligence 
section of the First army and, of 
course, before beginning operations, 
had secured the consent of their 
chief, Colonel Willey Howell. 

The wireless and the telephone 
were freely used to convince the 
Germans that the Americans were 
preparing for an attack in the 
Mtain sector. To make sure. that 
the Jermans would be able to 
“preak into” the code used the 
Americans furnished them with a 
Satisfactory key. 

One wireless station, of the X 
army, was established in a clump 
of woods near Verdun and was 
christened “headquarters of the X 
army.’ This station functioned un- 
til the end of the game, all “or- 
ders” to the army going out from 
this place by wireless. Soon after 
the station began working’ the 
(lermans located its whereabouts 
and frequently shelled the woods 
and vicinity, apparently in hopes 
of breaking up the radio of this 
latest of annoyances, 

The X army also had a portable 
radio station, which moved about 
and represented itself as a differ- 
ent station every day or two 
- The sector in which the X army 
was at work was directly under 
command of the Thirty-third 
French corps, and the roving wire- 
less station caused considerable ex- 
citement among the French sol- 
fiers as it sent messages to make 
the enemy believe that = several 
fresh Amefican divisions had moved 
into the area. The French un- 
aware of the plans of the X army 
staff at times thought the Amerl- 
eans had lost all sens@ of reason 
and on several occasions so reported 
the wireless plants. 

The First Message. 


The first message from the X army 
headquarters was a general dis- 
vatch to all wireless stations in the 
army area (none of which actually 
existed) in the new code, of course,

By consulting the figures herewith it will be seen that our section |

By the processes of arriving at the meat consumption of this country, 
followed by the census method and by the estimates made in the depart- 
ment of agriculture, it has been impossible to determine what it is in 
any part of the nation. Only a national average could be obtained. To 
provide initormation for each of the divisions into which 
customarily divided, the bureau of crop estimates has appealed to many 
of its local crop correspondents to make careful estimates of per capita 
consumption, with subdivisions of the people of their districts into urban 
and rural estimates for each class, 

The request was for “pounds of dressed weight as would be sold by 
the butcher.” The resulting averages for the United States, urban and 
rural combined, are approximately the same as those secured by national 
statistics and estimates of slaughter, reduced by the exported national 
surplus—lower for beef and higher for the other classes of meat. The 
interest of the investigation is chiefly in the geographic differences, and 
comparison between farm and town consun*ption: these can be 
observed in the accompanying table.

Clurol, the well-known authority 

India and Persia, who accom- 
panied Viscount Curzon when he 
was viceroy of India in his tour of 
Persia, is out in an article strong- 
ly upholding the 
treaty recently negotiated, and 
clafing that it will be submitted 
to the council of the league of na- 
tions, where he confidently believes 
it will be approved as “the first 
milestone in international relation- 
ship based not upon might, but 
upon right Sir Valentine says in 
part: 

“The agreement signed on the 9th 
of August between the British and 
Persian governments is the first im- 
portant international treaty—out- 
side those concluded between actual 
belligerents—since the armistice of 
November last held out the promise 
of returning peace to a shattered 
and exhausted world. The promise 
remains still very largely unful- 
filled, but the treaty of Versailles 
has at least laid down in the cove- 
nant of the league of nations the 
lines upon which, it may reasonably 
be hoped, its fuflilment may ulti- 
mately be completed and made as 
permanently secure as can be ex 
pected from the inherent frality of 
all human combinations. 

“The first question therefore to 
be asked by those Who study the 
terms of the new Anglo-Persian 
agreement, and especially by such 
as are not directly interested in the 
concrete questions Which it has en- 
deavored to solve, must necessarily 
be whether the spirit and substance 
of this compact is in harmony with 
the new dispensation foreshadowed 
by the league of nations. Its au- 
thors are confident that it is, and 
have given the strongest proof pos- 
Bible of their sincerity by undertak- 
ing to submit it to the council of 
the league of nations and to de- 
fend it jointly before that body 
as soon as the council comes into ef- 
fective existence after the ratifica- 
tion of the Versailles treaty. 

“If the Anglo-Persian agreement 
can stand that decisive test, it will 
be the first and a very conspicuous 
milestone on the road along which 

the world may hope to travel  to- 
wards the establishment of a sys- 
tem of international relationships 
based not upon might but upon 
right.” 

Persia During the War. 

“Referring to Persia's attitude in 
the recent war, he says: 

“There were moments when the 
Persian court ana government, con- 
vinceed that Gesemany must win, 
nearly succumbed to hostile solici- 
tations. But at that stage the 
propinquity of Russian armies and 
the capture of Bagaad by the Brit- 
ish were powerful correctives to 
the tale of Germanic victories on 
the more distant pattlefields of Eu- 
rope. When the Russian debacle 
released Persia from the old night- 
mare of Russian domination, and 
British troops and British supplies 
aione stood hetween the people of 
western Persia and the depredations 
of Turkish invaders which had al- 
ready speit starvation and untold 
sufferings, the simresmanship of 
the more enlightened and far-see- 
ing Persians such as the present 
prime minister, Vossuk-ed-Dowleh, 
finally prevailed, and Persia, hav- 
ing learned the bfrrer lesson of her 
own utter helplessness, realized 
once more that her salvation lay in 

British hands. 

“so when the great war came 
to an end and Turkey as well a» 
her Euf®pean allies had to sue tor 
peace in Persia, whilst the old 
dread of autocratic Russia lad | 
made room for the new terror of 
Russian bolshevism, Britain was in 
a position to dictate practically any 
terms she liked at Teheran. She 
could have imposea a protectorate, 
veiled or unveiled, as was) suspect- 
ed by many Perstans with uneasy 
eonsciences over eertain incidents 
such as the prostrartons of the Per- 
Sian delegation to Brest-Litovsk 
before the triumphant mailed fist 
of Germany. 

“She could certainly have made 
out a strong case in Paris for the 
exercise of a benevolent tutelage 
over Persia under a mandate from 
the league of nations. She wise- 
iy refrained from doing any of 
these things. In Lord Curzon’s 
words, ‘she dealt with Persia as an} 
equal partner possessing and en- 
joving her own sovereignty.’ 

“The Persians «now today as 
never before that they cannot work 
out their own regeneration unaid- 
ed.- Their administrative system is 
hopelessly inefficient. Their 
finances are bankrupt. They have 
no Organized force capable of main- 
taining external security or inter- 
nal order. The naveural resources of 
tne country, potentially not incon- 
siderable, are as undeyeloped as its 
primitive methods of trade and in- 
dustry. Equally wretched are its 
means of communication; it has 
no railways, scarcely many roads 
worth speaking of, only one pbare- 
ly navigable river, the Karun, and 
no harbors, but open roadsteads. 

The New Agreement. 

“The new <An@®.o-Persian agree- 
ment lays down the nature and 
extent of British assistance requir- 
‘d and asked for by Persia to start 
utting her house in order. The 
british gwovernment agrees to sup- 
ply in consultation with the Per- 
sian government, expert advisers 
for the several departments of the 
Persian administration, and, after 
inquiry by a joint commission of 
military experts, the officers, munti- 
tions and equipment wanted for the 
formation of a uniform force to es- 
tablish and preserve order in the 
country and on its frontiers. 

“To finance the above reforms the 
British government offers to pro- 
vide or arrange a substantial loan 
io the Persian government on se- 
eurity to be determined by mutual 
consultation, and to supply mean- 
while on account such funds as 
may be necessary to initiate them. 
In the economic sphere the Brit- 
ish government, declares its readi- 
ness to co-operate with the Per- 
sian government in the promotion
